Cook County Jail officials 
wage battle against 
handmade weapons 


Chicago Tribune 

Atop Cook County Jail official held up one of 
the dozens of handmade weapons seized from 
inmates over the past couple of months and 
demonstrated how it’s used with a stabbing 
motion. 

It had been made from an asthma inhaler, 
a presence in the jail for decades that has be- 
come a popular source of shanks only in the 
past year or so. Inmates remove a thin strip 
of metal inside the inhalers and sharpen it 
against cell walls or floors to a razor point. 

“Just when you think you've seen it all, they 
come up with something new,” Daniel Mo- 
reci, a first assistant executive director at the 
jail, said at a meeting last week. 

It’s a never-ending battle for the nation’s 
most populous single-site jail facility run by 
Sheriff Tom Dart’s office—combating the in- 
genuity of inmates with a lot of time on their 
hands as they await trial for months if not 
years, fashioning weapons out of seemingly 
innocuous materials. 

Officials at the sprawling complex on Chi- 
cago’s West Side—which has ro divisions and 
a population that can exceed 10,000 inmates 
at times—credit a sharp drop in inmate stab- 
bings in recent years to their concerted ef- 
forts to remove or replace common source 
materials for weapons but acknowledge that 
detainees continue to figure out new ways to 
construct knives. 

Seizures of knives—commonly called 
shanks or shivs by inmates —have been on the 
rise recently with tensions building between 
inmates from rival Latin King and Gangster 
Disciples gangs, according to Moreci. But he 
said the vast majority of inmates don’t want 
the weapons inside the jail. Informants rou- 
tinely report those armed with shivs. 


POTENTIAL SHANK MATERIALS 
Officials at the Cook County Jail have found 
shanks created from objects such as the 
brackets from a fence post, pieces taken 
from a detainee’s crutches, wire stripped 
from the arm of a pair of eyeglasses com- 
bined with a melted-down plastic pen body. 


Shanks are not just weapons but also cur- 
rency on the black market—typically going 
for about 10 commissary items or roughly 
$10 but jumping in value to 50 items when 
tensions run high and officials crack down, 
increasing searches, Moreci said. 
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It’s been 12 years since an inmate was fatally 
stabbed inside the jail, officials said, but at- 
tacks still happen. 

Last month, two detainees appeared to 
have been stabbed or slashed after a fight 
broke out among numerous inmates in a day- 
room in a maximum-security division, jail of- 
ficials said. One inmate sustained cuts on his 
shoulder and back while another had cuts to 
the top of his head and his right index finger. 

Correctional officers found a four-inch 
piece of sharpened metal on the floor. 

Among the most unusual weapons to be re- 
covered in the jail was a look-alike Glock gun 
made from a plastic box, toilet paper rolls and 


Stopping improvised weapons 
Measures taken by Cook County Jail officials to 
stop handmade weapons include: 


Replacing metal pins in fire extinguishers 
with plastic ones 


Swapping out standard toothbrushes for 
ones with miniature handles 


Banning inmates from wearing their own 
shoes, which often contained metal supports in- 
side the soles that inmates turned into weapons. 


Replacing light fixtures, a source of metal, in 
all its cells—at a cost of several million dollars 
by the end of the year. 


Replacing Styrofoam trays—which could be 
melted down and made into shanks—with plas- 
tic food trays that are rigorously monitored. 


Replacing plastic boxes with mesh bags. 


an inhaler, according to Moreci. 

Other weapons—paper, for instance, can 
be rolled up, soaked, dried until it hardens 
and turned into a club—probably won't ever 
be eliminated completely. 

Inmates, of course, don’t just limit their 
creativity to figuring out new ways to con- 
struct weapons. They also show innovation in 
their attempts to conceal shanks. 

They've been discovered in cells behind 
grout, a strip of peeling paint or tied to a 
string and hidden inside a vent.
